great extent because she was not а typist and therefore 
could not te a full-time secretary She stated that GENE ROBERTS 
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was the full-time secretary to MAGRUDER. She stated her 
Job, in addition to the previously mentioned, also consisted 
of delivering and receiving memorandum for MAGRUDER from 
various persons either at the committee or at the White 

House, She stated that the last six weeks of the сатрај ып, 
she spent in Connecticut running a telephone campaign 

which covered five cities in the state of Connecticut. She 
returned to the Committee for the Re-election of the President 
on Election Day, 1972. Following that, she moved over to 

the Inaugural Committee to assist Mm, MAGRUDER. 


CHERN then furnished the following information con- 
cerning activities relevant to the current investigation, 
regarding ЈЕВ S. MAGRUDER and others at the Committee for 


the Re-election of the President: 


In connection with the strategy conferences held 
weekly, she said it was the job of JAMES WALTER MC CORD, Jr. 
tc check out the room. She stated МС CORD carried around 
with him a small electronic device which he had explained to 
her аз being capable of locating any "bugs" in the conference 
room, Arter he would complete his search, Goor would be 
locked until the meeting began. To her knowledge, most of 
the strategy conferences ealt with the advertising campaign 
of the committee. 


Two weeks prior to the beginning of the convention 
іп Miami Beach, PATTY PRESOCK replaced GENE ROBERTS as 
MAGRUDER's secretary. Following the election, PRESOCK went 


with MAGRUDER to the Inaugural Committee Office. After the 
inaugural, PRESCCK moved over to the White House and became. 
a secretary to LARRY HIGBY, who is the number one aide to 
H.R. HALDEMAN, ы 


Sometime За February, 1973, she recalled having 
gone back to the Committee for the Re-election of the 
President to pack up the files belonging to MAGRUDER. She 
stated in this project she was assisted by ROBERT ODLE. Ж 
She recalled that most of the papers in MAGRUDER's pensons 
files pertained to materials gathered by him while he 
employed at the White House. She stated that (CARDA STER, 
who was MAGRUDER's driver, removed the cartons РЁбт MAGRU IRs 
office and brought them to MAGRUDER's home. ne particular 
carton was last seen by her at the Inaugural Committee, prior. 
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to MAGRUDER going on vacation. Some of the files as she 
recalled being packed were the "chron file", the "subject 
file" and some files marked sensitive which were maintained 
in MAGRUDER's desk. She stated that after each box was 
packed, a label furnished by ODLE was placed оп the side of 
the box. In addition to the above described files, she 
recalled that some of the material contained letters written 
to and from ЈЕВ MAGRUDER while he was at the White House. 


Although she could not геса11 the exact date, some- 
time in late February, she received a telephone call from 
HAGRUDER who stated that he could not find а certain document 
in these files. He related to her that he was going on & 
trip with his family and that he wanted her to come over to 
his house and search through the cartons for this particular > 
item. Не said the maid would let her in and that the boxes 
would be located in the “bomb shelter". She stated she did 
go to MAGRUDER's house and although she cannot recall at 
this time what it was she was looking for, she did observe 
. that there were approximately six to eight cartons at his 
heme, identical to the ones which she had packed at the 
omülttoo office. 

CHERN advised that it was also her duty to make 
copies of certain memos from MAGRUDER for his files When 
asked if she could recall any of the particular memos which 
she may have had copied, she stated that she had seen 
memorandum containing the code name of "Ruby, Crystal, Gem 
Stone and Sedan Chair one and tvo". She stated that in 
connection with these memos, she only saw the above des- 
cribed material in typewritten rorm, not on à printed type 
of stationery. Whenever she would copy the above described 
material, she would make one or two copies. To the best 
of her recollection, one of the memos dealt with a person 
who had a "Cuban" type name who apparently lived in Florida 
"| but was sleeping with some girl. not his wife. Another 
memorandum dealt with a rally being held in Wisconsin on a 
particular date in which the scheduled time of a candidate 
to appear at the rally had beer altered. She also recalled 
that sometime during the New Hampshire Primary, a handout 
peice of literature made its wey to MAGRUDER's office. 
Although she did not know what the handout contained, it 
apparently did have material which MAG GBUDE ;R felt was very 
funny. | 
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On one occasion, MAGRUDER Sent CHERN to the Office 
of KENNETH IZEAHSON who was in the White House. When she 
informed @WLAWSON why she was there, he reached into his desk 
and pulled out а memorandum which she promptly folded апа 
placed in her purse. CLAWSON told her to take it back to 
MAGRUDER. She stated she did not read it and when she handed 
the memorandum over to MAGRUDER, he could not believe that 

she did not read it.  MAGRUDER then gave it to ner and toid 
her to read it. It was an article which was later leaked by 
MAGRUDER to Columnists "EVANS and NOVAK" which pertained to ` 
the changing of the convention site. To the best of her know- 
ledge, this was the only memorandum which she recalled picking 
up from CLAWSON's office. 


She stated that GORDON STRACHAN was the go between 
for HALDEMAN and MAGRUDER. In addition to attending the 
strategy meetings, MAGRUDER and STRACHAN would talk quite 
frequently on the telephone. However, she does not know of 
any conversations held in her presence which dealt with 
intelligence. STRACHAN received a copy of all memorandum 
that went to the "Attorney General”.  CHERN also stated that 
whenever а memorandum of any sort was being sent to STRACHAN, 
the envelope was addressed to HALDEMAN, in care of GORDON 
STRACHAN and sometimes STRACHAN would receive a сору of а 
memorandum before the "Attorney General’ would receive his. 
Memorandums were sent to STRACHAN either by messenger, GENE 
ROBERTS or CHERN herself would carry them over and give them 

to STRACHAN's secretary. When asked to explain who she was 
referring to whenever she would say "Attorney General", CHERN 
stated that she was speaking of JOHN MITCHELL. When asked 

to describe what буре of memorandum was being sent to Mr. 
STRACHAN, CHERN advised to the best of her knowledge and ones 
that she knew for certain which were being sent were the 
budget memos and whatever else was being placed in the 
"MITCHELL" file. 


Another person who was also a visitor and caller 
to ЈЕВ MAGRUDER was JOHN LOFTON of the Republican National 
Committee. She advised she did see а memorandum from LOFTON 
.to MAGRUDER, however, she could not recall the contents of 
that memo. 


ТОНЫ MITCHELL, while he was Attorney General and when 
he came to i701 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., after his resignation 
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іп the Department of Justice, was visited by ЈЕВ MAGRUDER 

on several occasions. Sometimes CHERN would receive tele- 
phone calls from LEA JABLONSKY, MITCHELL's secretary, who 
would inform CHERN that "MITCHELL wants to see ЈЕВ right 

. away". Sometimes the Attorney General would make last 

minute calis and therefore, 16 is possible that some meetings 
between MAGRUDER and MITCHELL were not reflected in the [2 
appointment calendar which she maintained for MACRUDER.  Vhen- 
ever MAGRUDER would meet with JOHN MITCHELL, he would take 

two files with him. One of these files was the MITCHELL 

file and the other was MAGRUDER's file. The reason for the 
maintaining of two files was that everything going to 
MITCHELL, one copy was maintained by MAGRUDER. These files 
were maintained by ROBERT REISNER and GENE ROBERTS. 


She stated to the best of her knowledge, JOHN W. 


DEAN visited on a few occasions with MAGRUDER but could not 
be classified as a frequent visitor to MAGRUDER's office. 


FRED LA RUE was a frequent visitor to MAGRUDER's 
especially after JOHN MITCHELL left the committee in 


HERBERT PORTER, who was the Scheduling Director, 
working directly under ЈЕВ MAGRUDER, was a very good friend 
of MAGRUDERS and also went to the Inaugural Committee after 
the election. PORTER maintained a safe in his office and 
on occasion, CHERN would have PORTER cash her check. On 
one occasion, PORTER urged CHERN to arrange for him to have 
а саг because he had to meet someone and "pick up some money". 
After explaining how difficult it was to arrange to have a 
car at the committee, she arranged for PORTER to utilize 
MAGRUDER's automobile. E 


JEANNE MASON was a secretary at the Committee for 
. . ROBERT ODLE. According to CHERN, MASON was tormented by 
. ODLE апа one time GORDON LIDDY went to ODLE and attempted to 


B have MASON transferred to LIDDY's office for his own sake. 


MASON got along extremely well with both LIDDY and MAGRUDER. 
According to CHERN, LIDDY was not successful in his efforts. ` 
MARTHA DUNCAN was a secretary at the Committee Гог 
HERBERT PORTER, Recently, DUNCAN experienced tho death of ner 
mother and during that time, she and CHERN had several conver- 
sations about the Watergate investigation. CHERN stated that. 
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one time DUNCAN mentioned to her that HERBERT PORTER made 

the comment "We did not do anything illegal, just unethical". 
PORTER occasionally would lock DUNCAN in а room and have 

her do some typing. DUNCAN related to CHERN that what she 

had typed was information on Demoeratic National Committee 
Stationery. On another occasion, after typing a letter, 
DUNCAN mailed the letter to Columnist JACK ANDERSON. Accord- 
ing to CHERN, DUNCAN did not inform her as to what information 
had been typed on the sbove stationery. 


SALLY HARMONY, was formerly employed at the committee 
as а Secretary for GORDON LIDDY, until late June, 1972, when 
LIDDY left. HARMONY stayed- аб the committee for a short 
time and then left. She returned and worked for ROBERT ODLE 
because JEANNE MASON had gone on to become a secretary for 
a Supreme Court Justice. After the election, CHERN again 
met SALLY HARMONY at the Inaugural Committee. SALLY confided 
in CHERN claiming that she always felt CHERN knew more about 
the activity going on at 1701, then she let on to believe. 


About one попед ago, СНЕКМ received a telephone call 
from MAGRUDLER who informed her that she would be esiled before 
the Senate Committee to testify.  CHERN called PAUL O'BRIEN, 
one of the committee attorneys, and after a brief conver sation 
She concluded that O'BRIEN was being very nonchalent about 
her proposed testimony when she informed O'BRIEN that she 
knew about the "reports! because she had the responsibility 
of making copies of them for MAGRUDER. According to CHE НМ, 
O'BRIEN said "Now Look, I xerox а lot of things, just pu 
them іп а machine and take them out. How can you P ss s ` 
things that happened that long ago".  CHERN went on to say 
that she got the definite indication or message that she was 
to forget what she had seen. She relayed this conversation to 

SALLY HARMONY. She believes that HARMONY called O'BRIEN 
because а short time later, O'BRIEN called her back ana told 
her to go up there and tell the truth. 


The next day, O'BRIEN called her and she told him 
what пад happened. She stated that the committee wanted 
MAGRUDER's appointment book and that she did not have it ^ut 
felt that it was at the Inaugural Committee. She said ОТВЗТЕН 
told her to hold on to it. Not feelins certain about this 
statement, CHERN said she called MAGRUDER and MAGRUDER told her 
to take the book to the committee, which she did. 
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Another frequent visitor to the Finance Committee 
was HERBERT KALMBACH. Ail she knew about KALMBACH was 
that he was a lawyer and on occasions of his visits to the 
committee, he would stop in and talk with MAGRUDER. 


CHERN recalled that on one occasion she was speak- 
ing to a friend of hers on the telephone and remarked that 
the person did not have to drop her off directly in front 
ОҒ her home because this would be out of that persons 's vay. 
She must have said aloud that she was not afraíd to walk a 
few blocks to her home because GORDON LIDDY overheard this 
remark and toid her that she was not going to walk anywhere 
alone. She said LIDDY went so far as to offer her а gun. She 
told LIDDY that she did not know how to use one and 19 not 
want it but LIDDY insisted that all she had to do was act 
like she knew how to use it and she would be able to frighten 
anyone away. She advised that she never did accept а gun from 
LIDDY and added that she never saw LIDDY at the committee with 
а gun. 


CHENN stated she felt that LIDDY lived in a make 
believe world and that he was а "super secret" person. She 
once heard a story about how he burned his hand. LIDDY told 


her that while he was in California, he was watching some 
attractive girls walk by and he dropped a match on his hand 
because he was paving тоге attention to the girls than he was 
the match. She recalled that on one occasion, LIDDY came to 

his office carrying what appeared to be а metal suitcase, CHERN 
attempted to engage LIDDY into telling her what he was саггу- 
ing апа he merely told her in а whisper that it was "с1ес- 
tronic gear". She did not, at that time, believe what LIDDY 

had told her and had never seen what exactly was in the suit- 
case. She stated that she never saw GORDON LIDDY with anv 

type of charts, however, there were numerous charts on budgetary 
matters in planning, at the committee, in the possession of 


- numerous people. 


She stated that JAMES MC CORD, on several occasions, 
demonstrated alarms and gave security lectures at the committee. 
She stated he was a person who гезресбей law enforcement 
officials and also MC CORD frequently visited with ROBERT ODLE, 
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CHERN advised that on either Jyne 18 or June 19, 
1972, ROBERT ODLE made a remark to TOM A WYER, to the effect 
that "One of our boys got caught". А cording to CHERN, one 
week later ODLE was emphatically denying that he had ever 
made that statement. 


She stated that HARRY FLEMING and ЈЕВ MAGRUDER at 
опе time were both described as Deputy Directors of the 
Campaien. At one time during the campaign, MAGRUDER and JOHN 
MITCHELL wanted to fire FLEMING, however, to her knowledge, 
FLEMING threatened to "blow the whistie" and a decision 
was made by MAGRUDER to keep FLEMING on board but to place 
him in а different position. She never learned exactly what 
it was that FLEMING had used to imply his threat. 


On June 19, 1972, MAGRUDER came to the office late. 
He called ROBERTS, REISNER and CHERN into his office and 
sta ted that there was nothing for them to worry about and 
that work would continue оп ag scheduled. After the meeting, 
she got together with REISNER in his office and REISE 
was cuite upset, occasionally savine "VICKI. you really 
don't know what's been going оп". She stated REISNER was 
а person who would keep things within himself and at no 
time did he ever tell her what exactly what MAGRUDER was 
` doing. 


In conclusion, CHERN stated that all the memoran~ 
dums now talked about in the news media, in particular 
Gem Stone and Sedan Chair two, she felt were memorandum 
prom varicus people who were planted in various organiza- 
tion She stated that she never saw any reference to any 
activity going on ог overheard in the Democratic National 
Committee Headquarters.
